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Top court OKs 
‘Trump’s travel 
ban for now 


Residents of six countries unwelcome in U.S.

WASHINGTON — The 
Supreme Court on Monday al- 
lowed the Trump administration 
to fully enforce a ban on travel to 
the United States by residents of 
six mostly Muslim countries. 

This is not a final ruling on the 
travel ban: Challenges to the pol- 
icy are winding through the fed- 
eral courts, and the justices them- 
selves ultimately are expected to 
rule on its legality. 

But the action indicates that 
the high court might eventually 
approve the latest version of the 
ban, announced by President 
Donald Trump in September. 
Lower courts have continued to 
find problems with the policy. 

White House spokesman 
Hogan Gidley said the White 
House is “not surprised by to- 
day’s Supreme Court decision 


permitting immediate enforce- 
ment of the President’s proclama- 
tion limiting travel from coun- 
tries presenting heightened risks 

ofterrorism.” 
Opponents say the ban shows a 
bias against Muslims. They say

First trial challenging gerrymandered districts begins 


Suit contends congressional map unfairly drawn

PHILADELPHIA — An attorney 
for the group challenging Pennsyl- 
vania’s congressional boundaries 
told a panel of federal judges Mon- 
day he would seek to show the 
boundaries were unfairly drawn to 
favor Republicans through the use 


of sophisticated software and de- 
tailed data sets. 

Lawyers for Republican state 
lawmakers countered that state- 
wide election results shed no light 
on the individual districts, because 
voters elect members of Congress 
in their own districts and not state- 
wide, and that politics has always 
been an accepted part of the redis- 


tricting process. 

“We're in a new technical world 
here,” said Thomas H. Geoghegan, 
a lawyer for the plaintiffs. 

He spoke during opening state- 
ments in the first of two trials this 
month scrutinizing the fairness of 
Pennsylvania’s congressional 
map. A similar challenge starts in 
state court next week. Both come 
as courts and communities nation- 
wide wrestle with the issue of polit- 
ical gerrymandering and how it 


can give one party an outsize influ- 
ence in government. 

Going through the results of sev- 
eral elections, Mr. Geoghegan told 
the panel of three judges in U.S. 
District Court in Philadelphia that 
votes across the state have been 
roughly split between Democrats 
and Republicans.

Sale of produce terminal nearing completion, developer, city say

Nearly four years after bidding 
on the project, a Chicago developer 
finally appears to be close to ac- 
quiring the Strip District’s produce 
terminal for a redevelopment that 


includes offices and a public mar- 
ket. 

Dan McCaffery, CEO of 
McCaffery Interests, said Monday 
he hopes to formally acquire the 
1,533-foot-long Strip landmark 
from the Pittsburgh Urban Rede- 
velopment Authority early next 


year. 

If Mr. McCaffery is correct, it 
would mark a turning point in a 
journey that has nearly rivaled 
that of Odysseus in Homer’s Odys- 
sey. The developer first submitted 
a proposal to redevelop the termi- 
nal in April 2014. 


Since then, he has endured de- 
lays, failed partnerships, and frus- 
tration before finally being able to 
move into position to acquire the 
building, once a vibrant market- 
place teeming with produce 


Study: U.S. 
transportation 
and water 
systems not 


in bad shape

For years, politicians and lob- 
bying groups on both sides of 
the aisle have claimed U.S. 
transportation and water sys- 
tems are crumbling and the 
country’s infrastructure is fall- 
ing behind the rest of the world 
because of a lack of government 
spending. 

But a study released Tuesday 
by the Rand Corp. disagrees 
with that assessment and en- 
courages the Trump adminis- 
tration to target federal spend- 
ing on infrastructure projects 
that benefit regions or multiple 
states. Rand is an international 
research organization that stud- 
ies public policy challenges. 

The 130-page study, “Not Ev- 
erything Is Broken,” concen- 
trated on transportation and 
water system projects because 
those mostly are funded by gov- 
ernment at the federal, state and 
local levels. Other infrastruc- 
ture, such as utilities and rail- 
roads, are mostly funded by pri- 
vate companies. 

The study concluded that the 
“widely held perception” that 
underspending has resulted in 
widespread poor conditions for 
transportation and water sys- 
tems is wrong on two parts: 
Spending adjusted for inflation 
has been mostly stable since the 
1950s and, with exceptions in 
communities with funding 
problems, conditions generally 
are not that bad. 


“There are serious 
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
